decision, Especially is this so in cases in which anti-Semitism plays 
alarge part. For instance, is it an offence punishable by law to say

Jewish manner"? The District Court of Maehrish-Ostran, Czecho 
Slovakia, is of the opinion that remarks of this kind constitute a 
criminal offence punishable by a fine or two days’ imprisonment.

This line of thought is entirely in accordance with the Jewish ideal 
as promulgated by the prophets of old: “Nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more .. . 
For all people will walk every one in the name of his god, and we 
will walk in the name of the Lord our God for ever and ever.” 
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The author's conclusion is that moral and religious idealism 
needs to be combined with definite scientific knowledge, if any 
advance is to be made. “Brotherhood is a great conception, but it 
should be the moving spirit not alone in the spiritual, but also in 
the scientific unravelling of the mysterious complex of ethnology 
biology, anthropology, psychology, comparative religion, econcmics, 
language and history, which make the passions and misunderstand- 
ings and possibilities and germplasm of mankind and the world of 
states to-day. Somewhere and somehow, mercy and law are one 
reign, the Supreme Mathematician and the Great Father are one 
God.” Such thoughts make eminently suitable reading for this 
New Year season, which proclaims God's universal sovereignty over 
man and Nature, and summons Israel to help hasten the time when 
2li mankind shall recognise it, and “form a single band to do His 
will with a perfect heart. 


HISTORICAL TALES. 

“Princes IN by LM. Lask (L. Nirenstein, 5s.), com 
prises three stories for young people. They have been translated 
and adapted from the Hebrew of Fricedb Zichronothtleveth David.

when possible, and written fresh stories where necessary. The 
Mishna and Josephus have also been utilised in places as sources, 
while poems have been translated from Abraham Salonsky and 
Bialik. The result is a series of tales of Jewish romance, adventure, 
and heroism, such as will delight the youthful reader, and bring to 
life for him the dry bones of ancient history. He will see here ina 
concrete and vivid form the Jews who came into close contact with, 
and yet remained distinct from, the civilisations of Babylon, Persia 
and Greece. The author is to be congratilated on making this 
treasury now available in the vernacular. 

Two by Manuel Khomroff (Heinemann, 7s. 6d.;, tells 
n stirring story of Palestine in the days of Pontius Pilate and Herod 
Antipas. The two protagonists of the story are apparentiy the same 
two whom the Romans are said to have crucified with Jesus, but no 
direct reference is made to the New Testament narrative. Their 
niventures have the true Oriental flavour, while the historical 
setting is skilfully rendered. Here is a realistic picture of Judea in 
her last days, the meeting-place of Roman chariots and desert 
caravans, the battle-ground between all the many factions of Jews 
and Romans. But this sombre background is relieved by the amazing 
astuteness and sang-froid of the two adventurers.
